The everyday, intimate belongings of First 
Families are another matter, Because of 
Sectel Service security rules and in deference 
to lamily privacy, photographs or detuiled 
diagrams of the living quarters on the west 
side of the second floor may not be published, 
Yet in the curhous fashion that the White 
House is part home and part national shrine, 
the east half of the residential floor has been 
tummed into a combined museum anid series: 
of luxury suites for distinguished guests. 

To futeign visitors of state, their surruund- 
ings recall some of the most Senificant events 
In American history. 

In Lincoln's old office, now restored as his 
hedroom, the Civil War President signed 
the Emancipation Proclamation, January |, 
1863. For hours he had shaken hands with 
New Year's well-wishers, His right arm wus 
‘almost parailyred.’ Deliberately he twice 
steadied his hand s) that no quiver in ‘his 
signature could ewer sugwest he had hesitated, 

To me, the Lincoln Room with its oversize 
hed of the six-foot-four President i the most 
moving spot in the White House (paue 22). 
stinding by his-window, | could picture again 
the brooding President looking out toward 
Virginia for hope ina divided land. 

Walking next door to the Monroe Room, 
with its sofa used by the Hfth President as 
well as: copiesof his desk and other furniture 
ipazge 24), | moved hackward in time to 
days of a young Republic brash enough to 
defy the Old World's monarchs. Here James 
Monroe in 1423 wrote his doctring warning 
Europe to keep its power politics out of the 
Western Hemisphere. 


In 1959, when Mrs. Eisenhower was show- 
ing descendants of former Presidents around 
the White House, the group stopped in front 
of the Monroe desk. Mr, Laurence Gouver- 
neur Hoes, great-preat-erancdson of President 
Monroe, asked if anyone knew about the 
desk’s secret compartment. Not even Mrs. 
Eisenhower had heard of it. So Mr. Hoes re- 
lease! two finger locks which opened a) panel, 
Behind it was revealed a modern desk pen. 

Across the hall from the Monroe Room, 
the Kose Suite glows with an atmosphere of 
lSth-century luxury: white marble fireplace, 
hivh-canopied bed, soft roge walls, and taffeta 
draperies (page 28). The 20th century in- 
trudes «nly when one presses a spring panel 
amd a closet door pops open automatically, 

Five reigning queens have slept in the Rose 
Suite. Four of them. visiting years apart, 
were mother ond daughter—Wilhelmina ani 
Juliana. of the Netherlands; Elizabeth, now 
Britain's Queen Mother, and her daughter 
Elizabeth 1. Queen Frederika, visiting with 
King Paul of Greeee (who was quartered in 
the Lincoln Room), was the fifth.

He turned out to be Russia's 
Foreign Minister, V. M. Molotey, Unpuck-

Hut behind the pride and glory, the First Lady 
faces practical and prodigious tasks. 

Caught in the white glare of publicity 
trained on the Nation’s highest office, she 
must project a personality that is warm yet 
reserved, She must strike the right note in 
eteeting Girl Scouts or prime ministers; State 
heauty queens, or opposition-party politicians: 
She must meet any number of people, ant 
to five thousand, and act as if she enjoys it.

Congress ond President Share Expenses 


Off the North Portico entrance 1 found the 
small office of the Chief Usher of the White 
House, whose job as general manager calls for 
superb organization and the tact of angels, 
In fact, he does just about everything but 
usher, 

In cunning the house, [ learned, the Gov- 
ermment shares expenses with the President, 
Congress pays for upkerpy and personnel, and 
picks up the check for official entertaining. 
The President is expected to pay tor his own 
servants, such us a personal maid or valet, for 
nenaticial telephone calls, fowl and laundry 
for his family and all private guests. 

When a new ddministration comes in, there 
is an additional appropriation for repairs and 
redecorating. The outside is pamted every 
four years. The last regular appropriation— 
for 1960-41—came to $505,000,

Two dave of hard driving across razor- 
hack ridges anc baking plains brought us to 
the southwest corner of the country and the

Descending 4 narrow 
mountain pass, the jeep was blocked by a 
wall of wool—hundreds of bleating sheep 
and goats, Rehined them plodded camels Inarl- 
ed with black goat-hair tents, stakes, carpets, 
and household utensils (pages 72-73). 

Men in blue robes une ‘sashes and winged 
felt caps shouted and switched the livestock 
on, Women and infants rode donkeys A 
healthy, handsome people, | thought, bronzed 
and curiows, but reserved. These were the 
Kusheai, making their annual trek from the 
hot lowlands of Firs to cool, hich summer 
pasture.* 

After 4,000) miles of hot, chusty road it was 
exquisite pleasure to be served by white- 
jacketed attendants at the beautiful air-con- 
dithoned Riverside Guest House at Abadan. 

The Anglo-lranian. OF Company relin- 
quished control of the Abadan refinery after 
Iran's oil industry was nationalized in 1951.7 
‘The British touch can still be seen in the many 
miles of tidy hedge around the city’s brick

Today Abacin and most of Iran's off in-

Visitors Join tr Tribute to Buddha 


Two Tibetan monks tn their high boot: 
were walking around the stupa, turning the 
praver wheels as they passed, Atthesideapen 
towkrd Katmandu we stopped and booker! 
out over the wide valley. A few lights stall 
shone in the city and in Patan, For the rest, 
everything was asleep in a quiet that seemed 
tobe indeepharmony with the spirit to which 
the shrine wat dedicated. We were not for 
from the birthplace of the Buddha, and back 
of us the stupa rose against the night sky ina 
silence broken only by the light metallic 
sounds from the prayer wheels, 

One of the monks opened the screen doors 
toa side chapel in which o big Buddha could 
barely be seen. Silently the monk invited usin 
and gave us candles and flowers. Toshare with 
him his reverence for the mvstery of life was 
easy in this setting, so intensely reflecting the 
endlessness of man’s search and the greatness 
of the world to which he belongs 

The clouds hud disappeared, but a haze 
had arisen in the cool night and cut us off 
from the view of the high mountains. Al- 
though they were invisible, we could none- 
theless strongly feel their presence im the 
Heep blue behind the foothills: 

I have decernbed this evening because it 
gave me such a perfect mntroduction te our 
Hight the next morning into the mountains. 
They are holy to the people as the dwelling 
of the gods, and for that reason they shoule 
he approached in the spirit into which our 
visit to the stupa had inttintecd us. 

I learned later that because of this rever- 
ence for the mountains—but naturally also 
for more secular reasons—the government 
heretofore had permitted only a few persons 
to photograph the high ranges from the air? 

After sunrise the next morning, the haze 
had gone and the sky was without « cloud 


When we came down to the oirstrip, the icv 
summits of the closest mountains stood out 
sharply over the green hills around the walley. 

We flew through the valleys in the direction 
of Gauri Sankar and Everest (map, page 92). 
Even if we had never came tothese mountains, 
it would have been o great experience just to 
see the beauty of the valleys and of the hill- 
sides in the early morning hight, the structure 
of the landscape, and the picturesque way in 
which cultivation and villages have ceveloperd, 

The plane in which we were flying was a 
DC-3, nonpressurized and without oxvgzen. 
That naturally set an altitude limit for the 
flight; we flew at a beight of twelve to fifteen 
thousand feet. 

Chur route took us first in under the over- 
whelming south wall of Gari Sankar, with 
its heautiful double summit consecrated to 
the two Hindu deities: that give the meoun- 
tain its name (next pare). At our altituce we 
socmed to approwch itatmid-height. Its vast 
size gave the impression thal we were even 
closer to the mountainside than we were. 

A somewhat lighthearted association was 
that this must be the wav a fiv feels as it ap- 
proaches a house where it hopes to sit down 
an the wall for a nice quiet rest im the sun 
Then, as we came closer, my climber’s in- 
stinets were aroused and | started speculating 

in vaiin—on possible routes of access for 
those who one day might brave this most in- 
accessible south mountain wall. 


Regal Plume Murks Everest 


But planes move fast, and a few minutes 
later we hod, so to speak, rounded a corner 
and were looking in over the icv wastes of the 
Himalayas, Forbidding in its bold, sculptural 
structure, it was a werld far bevond human 
comprehension and of the harch purity we 
are nccustomed to find in the miniature world 
of crystals: But here it met the eye in 
proportions that reduced our human world 
to & Microcesm 

Swinging southeast, we lelt these areas be 
hind us and header toward Everest. Over the 
highest green hills, which seemed to be clued 
in dark green moss, the Everest range stretched 


out in compact strengih. The pilot pointed to 


asharp peak behind the nearest ice-clad moun- 
tains. wore a plume of snow, mace by strong

met in the fraternity to which thev belong, 
they displaved the flags not only of their coun-

However, while thinking of those who had 
succeeded, I could mot forget those who had 
failed. They have been many, and their glory, 
written into the history of the mountain, is 
that they went ta the limits of the humanly 
possible and were defeated only by circum- 
stances beyond human mastery, 

The first hour had flown away, It was nec- 
essary to relurn if we were to be back in time, 
unl if we wished to avoid the assembling 
clouds. We came back to Gauri Sankar, and 
I decided to try to get a full picture of the 
south wall, 

(in my first attempt. I felt that [ did not 
succecd, and, forgetting the situation, I asked 
the pilot to make a second round under the 
mountain, This time I succeeded and got the 
pictures on pages 90-9], Meanwhile, however, 
we had lost altiturle, anc TI could not help 
smiling—perhaps o litte apprehensively — 
when [ saw the pilot looking down through a 
side window to judge if he would get safely 
over the range wehad to: pass. 

The experiences of this first contact with 
the Himalayas from the air were such that I 
asked the authorities if, on our flight to Dethi 
somewhat later, we could follow the high 
mountains west of Katmandu for a distance, 
In order ta-cover at least Annapurna. In their 
generous hospitality, they at once agreed. 

During short visits to a country for pro- 
fessional purposes, there is little time forsight- 
seeing. Before we left Katmandu, however, | 
had another experience that, in its way, tred 
together the first visit to the Himalayas and 
whit we were ta see the next time. Linking 
the two fights, it also created 4 bridge to the 
night at Swayambhunath. Again, it was a vis- 
it made with friends, and on o moonlit night. 

Just outside the city lies a meadow sur- 
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rounded by high trees but with a view across 
the valley to Swayambhunath. It is called the 
Twenty-two Fountains, for just where a 
steep hillside breaks the plain, there is a lone 
stone ramp through which the cold waters of 


a mountain stream burst forth in many 


openings. It is a place steeped in the atmos- 
phere of the mountains and vet stamped with 
the mark of ancient, high civilization, as sure 
in its urtistic sense os in its sense of how to 
create a harmonious interplay between the 
work of men and the surrounding landscape. 

At the side of the ramp lhes asmall square 
pond built of stone, eroded by water and 
frost. Down into it lead worn steps. Resting 
in the pond lies a Statue of the sleeping 
Vishnu, sunk so deep in the water that only 
the upper parts of the body break the surface. 

The moonlight plaved on the wet figure, 
contrasting with the red glow from fires 
burning a short distance from where we stood, 
The silence was of the kind that is to be found 
only in the mountains, astence that isaudible,

Slipping Down the Wall of Death 


Gornergrat «tation, built like a castle with 
granite towers und battlements, stands ¢x- 
posed to the whip of wind-on the crest of the 
ridge.

Peenog over the edge, felt my breath catch 
in. my throw, To me it seemed monstrously 
high, cruelly steep, and treacherously bumpy. 
And vet the most awesome sight was not the 
Wall, but a band of skiers in another class 
Yelping in excitement, they came over the 
top, sweeping first to the right, then to the 
left with stem christies anc parallel jumps.

At first I dared not <lip at oll, but crept 
nlong with the edges of my skis firmly rooted 
in the mountainside, The maneuver only 
changed my position at the top of the Wall; I 
was no ntarer its foot. 

Desperately T tried ta flatten my skis inte 
the sideslip position but, leaning toward the 
mountain, [ moved not an inch: I looked 
down, and my stomach turned over; [looked 
around, and saw that Urban and the class 
had clsappeared. | was alone on the Wall, 

Closing my eves, | pushed away from the 
mountain, The skis slipped a few feet down, 
and I felt wildly out of control To:stop, J top- 
pled sidewavs, uphill onto the slope. And there 
I lay, frozen with fear. 

*“Letmehelp you” Urban’s voice was kind. 
Opening my eves, lsaw his hance! qutstretched, 

“Dont worry,” he said. “Just hold onto my 
arm.

Training Ground for Olvinpie Stars 


In the days that followed, I took Mr, Biner's 
advice, shifting from ski school classes to pri- 
vate instruction to sped my progress. | tack- 
led the Gornergrat Derby course, skiing 44s 
miles from the top of Gornerarat to Zermatt 
Moving over to the Blauherd ridge: asmaller 
version of the Gornergrat area, I learned to 
navigate the hanging meadows, bumpy gul- 
lies, and tree-lined paths of the Standard and 
Tuftern runs. 

Luck smiled the day Iwas able to engage 
ski instructor Erwin Aufdenblatten for a full 
week. A highly skilled skier, broad-shoul- 
dered, narrow-hipped, Erwin was an inspi- 
ration to watch. With the bern. teacher's 
understanding of a pupil's capability, he 
demanded the best, and got it 

Under Erwin's. tutelage, | finally began 
really to ski, inking turn after turn, feeling 
the rhythm, increasing my speed. We made 
the Kelle Run, turning with stem christies 
down the Wallof Death and swinging through 
a broad canyon to Findeln. With him | skied 
the Paradise on Blauherd without a fall and 
went on to take the National, the course thut 
Olympic stars trained on before competing at 
Culifornia’s Squaw Valley last winter. We 
rode the cable car to the top of Schwarzsee 
and came down nearly vertical runs known 
a Momatt and Grand Canyon. 

“T think you're ready for Stockhorn,” Er- 
win said near the end of the week. The eight- 
mile course is the longest and one of the most 
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difficult that Zermatt has to offer. lt was my 
traduation exercise 

The ride up by cable car was magnificent, 
From the top of Gornergrat we swing over a 
knife-thin ridge to Hohtilligrat, then climbed 
an to Stockhorn, where we looked across the 
very crown of Monte Rosa’s monstrous tooth. 

When T peered over the edge of the ridge 
onte the face of the course we would «ki, | 
had no breath for speaking Below hung a 
snowy glacier, precipice-steep, mountain-long. 

“You can do it,” Erwin said, Tipping his 
skis downward, he disappeared over the rim. 
! followed. 

At first we went slowly, sweeping across 
the top on aldong traverse. When Erwin made 
the first stem christie, | turned in his track. 
not daring to look down the hundreds of feet 
where T might fall We swept back, this time 
running faster. With speed came the rhythm 
—dip, turn, run; dip, turn, run; dip, turn, run. 
Aigragging the steep slope, we mover! faster, 
ever faster. 

The skis whirred merrily as they slipped 
across the glistening powder, and the wind 
whistled in a high monotone. Suddenly Er- 
win burst mto wild, jovous yodeling. I too 
felt like singing. This was skiing: this was 
freedom, this was a love affair between the 
mountain and me, 

At the foot of the glacier we came to a 
snow-pluming stop and solemnly shook hanes.

Whenever the parent birds brought food to 
the young in the 12 weeks | watched, invan- 
ably it was a fish—uswally a catfish so re- 
cently caught it was still squirming. 

Eagles have been accused of robbing farm- 
yards and—wuntil protected by law—have 
been ruthlessly shot by farmers and hunters 
on the excuse the huge birds preved upon 
poultry, small game animals, and waterfowl. 
But the late Charlies Broley, who earned the 
eobriquct of “eagle man” because in his Hfe- 
time he climber! into more than 800 nests to 
band young eagles for migration studies, only 
twice found the remains of poultry in the nest 
debris. (Brolev's studies, incidentally, showed 
that eagles migrate to a greater extent than 
previously thought. Same banded in Florida 
were recorded ws far north as Canada the 
summer after hatching) 

It is true that bald eagles will seize ducks, 
coots, of even geese for a meal, Bit usually 
these will be stragglers from the flock, cripples 
perhaps doomed to an early death anvway. 
The eagle harries them, drives them to dive 
under the water until they are exhausted, and 
then pounces. Rarely is a strong-fiving bird 
an eagle's victim 

It is alen trae that our national bird. is a 
cumion cater, roaming the beaches for fish 
cast up by the tides of soaring over the high- 
Ways in search of a flattened carcass. But 
the @2ighe usually sticks to that which is 
freshly killed. Should he be censured for 
learning that the highways will give him a far 
enster mito! thon he can catch himself? 


Deft Fisherman or Devious Thief? 


Lindoubtedty the food in an eyrie will vary 
with the game in the locality. But most. 
persons who have studied the bald eagle 
aoree that his favorite food is fish, and that 
he is o deft fisherman He sours- above the 
water until he spots his quarry, then sets his 
wings for a jong diagonal glide. As he skits 
the surface, his extended talons dip inte the 
water to seize his prev. Sometimes, however, 
he'll plunge his whole body in, then rise with 
wings flapping and water droplets ving. 

Much has been said about how the cate 
robs the osprey ofits catch, Benjamin Frank- 
lin, in his protest against the choice of the 
bald cagic as our national emblem, called 
him a bird of “bad moral character” and 
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“too ley to fish for himself.” Such a state- 
ment, however, unjustly stretches the truth. 

The cagle is fiercely predatory around the 
asprey, or fish hawk, swooping to force it to 
drop its catch and then snatching the fish for 
himself in mid-air. But such encounters hap- 
pen only occasionally; the cagle gets but a 
small part of his meals that way. And I've 
seen osprevs turn the tables—atlacking the 
king of the skies to make him drop a fish he 
had just caught. 


Mother Curves a Fish for Her Young 


When my gum-shy cagle returned to her 
nest with a squirming cathsh, | watched a 
routine that was repeated scores of times in 
the weeks it took the eaglets to grow large 
enough to feed themselves— andl on occasions 
even after that. The adult bird hooked her 
beak into the fish at its gills; and with a cin- 
gle motion of her head ripped open its belly 
down to the tailh(page 136). Then she snipped 
off half-tnch-sized preces of meat and daintily 
fecl her young a bite at a time. 

All birds have personalities, and when vou 
live with a family of them for 12 weeks, vou 
get to know their quirks and imdividualities. 
The female invariably offered a morsel to one 
caglet and then a morsel to the other. But 
when the male cid the feeding, he would poke 
food atone young bird until its crop was full, 
then concentrate on the other. 

lf a snippet of flesh was dropped, cither 
parent would search the nest until it was 
found, before turning back to the carcass for 
anew bite. And I never saw either of the old 
birds take anything for itself—except perhaps 
a piece of tough skin, part of the head or 
tail, or a bit refused by the young. The adults 
did their feeding elsewhere, 

At first the littl: ones sat patiently awaiting 
their turn te be fed. Oniv when the adult of- 
fered the bite in the tip ef its bill would the 
eaglet cock its head to the side and. with a 
raking movement of tts beak clamped over 
the parent's, scrape the morsel into its mouth

clamored for tidbits, pushing and tumbling
